given is a little more than from 4 te

charges between Denmark and British ports. One other 
feature of the new contract recently drawn up, is the fact 
ithat the three mentioned items, bacon, butter and eggs, 


must be paid for in cash or on a strict barter basis. This 
is something that is not in the best interest of Britain. 
Britain at the present time holds sizable credits in Dan- 
ish Kroner and she will not be able to make further pur- 
chases against this credit. This is apt to cause hardship 
in the British Isles, even to the extent of reducing her 
imports from this country. 

What the above means to Canadian farmers is only a 
happening that time alone will settle. With Canada’s 
most active competitor charging higher prices, it is pos- 
sible that Canada might follow suit, with the result that 
the farmer will receive more for his labors, Let's face the 
question squarely. We do not wish to place Britain under 
more strain than she is already under, but in the light of 
pure and simple buginess it might be advisable to seek a 
new price agreement now. Remember the old saying of 
“Striking while the iron is hot.“ 8 


COMMUNITY PASTURE QUESTION 


On Thursday last a very well attended meeting took 
place in Wainwright with interested stock raisers attend- 
ing from miles around.. The occasion was to deterniine 
what was to be done with the huge acreagé known as the 
old Buffalo Park reserve. 

For some time now there has been agitation amongst 
the rural population in the district to have this area set 
aside as a community pasture where farmers could pas- 
ture their stock from May until October of each year at 
a nominal charge per head. It looks as if this is about to 
become a reality, although there is quite a deal of work 
left for the provisional committee that was appointed 
during the meeting. Their troubles will be immense at the 
start, but with a little ironing here and there, no doubt, 
-success will be theirs in the end. 

What a community pasture will mean to the district as 
a whole is one of huge proportions, Having heard reports 
from people who have resided in other territories where 
such an undertaking has been held it would be reason- 
able to presume that great financial gain would be in 
store. Not only for the particular farmers who pastured 
stock on the land, but for everyone in general. Any acti- 
vity which promotes the circulation of extra money 
within a given boundary is one to be welcomed, A com- 
munity pasture would do just that. So to those in charge 
of this undertaking, and all those interested in it, we say 
„Good Luck’’ to our new venture.

On the bill to conserve U.S. Dollars 

Mr, Case (P.C.):—May we not 
convert sterling into Canadian dol- 
lars?

Mr. Abbott (Minister of Finance): 
We have substantial quantities of 
sterling now. We have made loang of 
something over a billion dollars .We 
have a loan without interest which 
ig still outstanding.

ply to advance additional credit to 
the United Kingdom—The Canadian 
producer has to be paid in Canadian 
dollars. It the British importer sends 
over a thousand pounds to pay for 
something he has imported; some- 
body has to provide four thousand 
Canadian dollars to pay the Canadian 
ewporter. If that is done by the Can- 
adian government it is a further loan 
of $4,000. That is all it amounts to.

All this was beautifully simple and 
it might have worked out admirably 
had the conditions on which the as- 


gumption was based remained con- 


stant, Technical knowledge did con- 
tinue to expand, dnd it did Increase 
production. But before it could be- 
come a thregt to our economy an- 
other wer was upon us. The techni- 
cal skills were quickly diverted from 


making consumer goods to the larg- 


er task of making weapons of des- 
truction, Perhaps the tax experts 
may justify their attitude by the 
fact that new processes did vastly 
increase the number and effective- 
ness of our weapons. But they also 
pyramided their destructiveness. 
Continents were laid waste, their 
industries decimated, their agricul- 
tural life destroyed, People were 
starving for the goods that we had 
been fearful of over - producing. 

The only thing that didn’t change 
much in this changed world was the 
thinking of the tax experts, They 
were still working on a technique that 
was to protect the world from over- 
production, The not unnatural resuit 
is that we are still taxing to curtail 
protits rather than to produce goods. 
True, it provides substantial tax re- 
turns and enables us to venture into 
all sorts dt general security measures 
for our own people, but it does very 
little for the starving people of a 
dozen different lands. : 

Surely the theory of . restrictive 
taxation ceases to be logical in a 
world whose needs are so vast and 
so bitterly real. It takes from the 
worker the will to work his best; it 
takes from capital the daring to 
risk something for the sake of pos- 
sible gain. It takes from mangement 
the urge to use the technical skills 
at its hand to produce more, If taxes 
must remain high, which seems the 
probability, it seems that we might 
reasonably urge that we make our 
profit out of the increased urge for 
greater production rather than by 
stifling that urge at its source.
